ny ſuch in the firſt Epiſtle of St. Fohy): but: the Scripture ſpeaks of 


One Eminent, Notorious Oppoſer, who ſhould be Head of a wicke& 
Empire, and as ſuch oppoſe.aad oppreſs the Church of God. This 
Anctichriſtian (repreſented by thoſe Beaſts, Revel. 1:3. & 17.) is the 
Papal Empire. Before the Reformation, many of the chiefeſt Wri- 
ters of the Church of Rome, onderſtood theſe Prophecies of the wick- 
ed of the World ; ſiace,*tis acknowledged, they are forced to change 


- their Expoſition. | 


Concerning this Antichriſt, or the wicked Empire ſo injunious to 
the Church of God, mentioned in thoſe Chapters, there are Two. O- 
pinions moſt in Vogue amongſt the Remariſts. Some apply 'em to 
an Antichriſt already paſt, others expound-*em of One to'come : *Tis 
pleaſant Reading how fairly they:confute each other.” :

To prove that Rome Heathen was not Antichriſt; *Tis the com- 
mon Opinion, taken from 2 Theſ. 2. 7. (which Bellarmine proves, and 
quotes many Fathers for ic) that the Roman Empire muſt fall before 
Antichriſt could riſe. 

2. Others will have it a future Antichriſt, that muſt riſe and reign 
Three Years and an half before the end of the World. The-miſtake 
of this Perſwaſion is evident to any who conliders,, That the Beaſt 
mentioned Rey. 13. and 17, is quite deſtroyed, Rev. 19. 20. After 
which, Rev.. 20. the Church is ſaid. to enjoy Halcion Days on Earth 
for a Thouſand Years before the Day of Judgment. 

We place Aatichriſt in the middle. The Holy Ghoſts Deſcripti- 
on of Antichriſt aad his Empire, taken from the Prophecy thereof, 
Rev. 13. agrees to the Papal Empire, and none elſe. 

Proteſt ants eſteem this Doarine of the Pope's being Antichriſt, a 
point of ſuch certainty and importance,t hat ſeveral Proteſtant Church- 
es have thought fit to put it into their Confeſlions of Faich. Not to 
trouble you with many Teſtimonies, Pl] confine my ſelf to the French 
Churches ; the fore Affliction whereof, is the occaſion of this Nif- 
courſe.
